Disirii-t .\ttorney t'harles N. Wysong of Xassjin 
founl.v, in wliieh Itelmonl Park is located, is 
i|Uotei‘l in :'.ti interview as follows; 

“I am sitre tlial so tar as I am eoneerned, the 
law will he enforced, hitt I do not |iroiaise to go 
down to tile track and secure evideiiee whereon to 
act. Tliat dnt.v is for tin" slierifi' or an.v other |>eace ] 
i.tlieer to iierform. -My duties are tliose of a pros«-- 
1 uting otlicer and I <lo not proposi- to run around 
the race tracks sis-uritig evidem-e whereon to tnuke 
nriests and iirostMMile.” 

Mr. Wysong t.alked with Covernor Sitlser over the 
telephotie. “Tlie governor.'’ said .Mr. Wysong. 
“asked me to l•o-(elerate wllli hitn as well as with 
Sheriff lk‘ Mott In trying to stop betting at the 
P.elmont Park track, and 1 tidd liim that 1 would he 
\eiy glad to do so. I have made no plans as yet 
and" have not the slightest idea what we will do in 
the inalter." 

Sheriir Charles T. l»e Mtdt said; “1 will carry 
out an> orders tlie governor may issue to tlie letter. 
So liir as I know there is no jM'ltlng. hut at the 
I same time ever.v one knows tlTat betting is done, 
latt as no tuom-.v tiassi*s we havi' nothing whertdiy 
we can make an arrest. 1 surel.v cannot stand in 
trout of every man in tiie track when he is talking 
with some one and s<*e that lie diM*s not make a 
bet. I liad tifty men at the lielniont Park Terminal 
track last Satnrda.v and tried to stoii belting, but 
i guess there were a few bets made, although not 
openly. You 1-011111 not stop tKdtliig altogether if 
.Mill had those same men armed with shotguns.” 

Ever sinc<‘ it was announced that racing would be 
lesiimi'd at P.elmoiit I’ark on lleeoralion Hay. the 
\ arioiis associat ions whicli have |hk>I<sI inl«T«-sts have 
lieard that tlovernor Siilzer miglit take a hostile 
stand. Itiil ill private talks the turf solons liave 

• xprisseil the iM-lief lliat a strict enroreement of 
the law as it has bis-n interpreted by Su|irenie 
t'uiirt .liislice Sciiilder. wboM> opinion has iM-en niuiiii- 
inoiisly atiirmed by the .Vpiiellate Division, would 
jii-eelude the |Kissibilit.v of a clasli with tile au- 
thorities. 

Tile racing interests are banking on tlie legal 
opinion that belting is not a violation of the statutes 
or tin- ('onstilution of the .State. They sa.v a line 
can be drawn Ih'Wismi betting and gambling or so- 
called iHsikmakitig. Their attorneys have utlempted 
to show- that all the legislation at .Mbaiiy under tin- 
direction of former Covernor Hughes has bi-«‘n aimed 
at the bookmaker, not the individual bettor. .Ins- 
th-e Sciidder. in iiassing ii|Min the ease of Paul Shane, 
iirresleii last .liim- at Itelmmit Park T<‘rmiiiul.

<ipiiiion prevails tinit bookmakers will be permilled 
lo piv their trade o|(enly. 

•■ riiere will In* no bi«.kmak iiig." said a steward 
vif the .loek.-.t Club .vesterday. "-Tlit-re will be no 
i;.-imbling. \Ve have been advised b.\ counsel that 
personal wagers lK'lwi-<m friends can be made with- 
out violating the law. It is our plan to compel 
:ill persons to obey the strict letter of the law- and 
tln.se wlio li-ansgiess will be ejected or arrested. 
'I'hei-e will be no otgaiiized betting, no betting ring 
and no r«-venue will l«- eolhn-ted from those who 
come to the tracks to back tlielr opinions. It will 
bi- impossible for the general public lo make bets 
w-itli professional la.vers of mlds. for wc do not iii- 
teinl lo tolerate professionals if tliey attempt to 
do bnsim-ss on the old lines. 

-•When tin- A(ipeliate Division atiirmed .Tnstice 
Sendder's la-.-ision. we were advis--d that it was 
good law and would stand a test until revised by 
the Court of .\ppeals. Tin- eas>- has been carrieil lo 
llic liigliest court already, and we hope lliert* will 
lie a decision at an i-arly dale. If tlovernor tiiilzer 

• rders the authorilii-s to enforce tin* law we will 
»-ouimend him. also we will help. We are trying 
to bring back racing on a higli plane, and a uum- 
lier of Well known piitrons of tlic turf have sub- 
tscribed more than JfltHt.tNHi to defray slate guiu-an- 
tei-s .-ind current exiienses. This is proof that racing 
In no w a.v will de|K-inl upon the belling element 
for its fniun* existence.

Fndcr dale of May 4 a disitatch from London to 
the .New York' Sun said; 

“Sir Tation Sykes, one of tlio most iiromineiit 
i-liar.-icters in English <-oimtr,v life, the liest known 
lireeder of race horses of Hie century, many of 
wtiom were noted wiiim*rs, Intt wlio rarely raced 
horses Idniself. died l<Ml.-iy. He was a noted cliiir 
acli-r. He was eighty-seven ye.ars of age and Hie 
idol of Hie Yorksliire racing ‘tykes.’ His chief lioh 
liics in life Were Hie tnrf. and, strangel.v cnougli. 
<-hiireh Imilding.
